J., yesterday, contlnuee tor two weeks, there 
will be 10,000 more operatives thrown out of 
work, for if there is no silk dyed there can be 
none put through the finishing processes. In- 
deed, it is expected that 1,000 more will lose 
their ]ilaces this week, for there will be l>p 
warps given out after the weavers hav^ fin- 
ished what is on theb- looms. Should the 
strike continue longer, say for a month, tbei-e 
win be still more thrown out, and in six 
weeks there would be from l.'i.OtX) to is.ntx) 
idle operatives. The silk oiieratives are, a.s a 
class, provident, and they have many thous- 
ands of dollars in savings ~

Warsaw, Feb. 11.— Tha rebalns of Henry 
Dunham, aged llfty-siz, a fkrmer, were die- 
covered late Tueeday aftemooa on bis farm 
eight miles east of here, by two hunters. The 
body luuf bieeh partly eaten by hogs, niul 
preeeulkxl a sickeidng sight Aft«r tliidbig 
the body, tbe hunters proaaede*! to the biHtse. 
where they found Mrs. Duiduun suileriiig 
from eight knife wounds. She was alive but 
uiK-oiLscious. Their two-year-old child was 
also lying near, with its throat cut, dead. 
The murder waa ooounitted Monday eveuiug.

An Old Bx-Keatnekiaa. 

JEditofAdMn: The tolk of an old nan 
with whom I spent the night recently in 
Fulton, Galloway County, Mo., mav be 
interesting to some of the readera of the 
BoLLBTiN, whose memory goes far back. 
My aged friend's name Is Joseph T. 
Bryan, who has been a citisen of Callo- 
way Gonnty, .Mo., for more than forty 
years. He, like most of the Western 
pioni-ers, smiglit the timbered re^fion, hihI 
spent his time and sirHugtli in clearitig 
the land. For sever. il terms he was 
Clerk ol Callowny County, and always 
prominent as a citizen, hut (jiiiet ami in- 
offensive, while at the same time he waa 
Staunch in the advocac^v of what he con- 
ceived to be right in religion and politics. 

But, then, I did not mean to give a 
biographical sketch. I have not the facta 
for a work like that. Having spent the 
strength of manhood in rearing and car- 
ing for a large f«milv, and having been 
recently bereft of his faithful wife with 
whom he had lived lor aiaty jraara, Jos- 
eph T. Bryan seems now at the age of 
eighty-seven years to be living over, in 
memory, his early daya. He lived In 
Flemingaborg when be waa a boy four- 
teea yeara of age, aad waa a clerk in Mr. 
Alezander'a atore with Mr. John Trip- 
lett At that time, he mid Mt. Oarmel 
waa called "Bnaaard Roost" Ha in- 
sisted that a Mr. Boone built a warehouse 
at the mouth of Cabin Greek. He re- 
membered the Stockton, Andrews and 
.Shotwell families of Flemingsburg, and 
asked many questions I couM not answer. 
The incidents of his early days he nar- 
rsted with a zest, changing the scene from 
FlemingshurK to Mayslick, where Mr. 
Shumate kept the tarern in those days, 
and whither the young men would jour- 
ney on horseback. Then be would tell of 
Madison County, Ky., and of the meetings 
at tlie " Htone Ciiurcii," on tlie road from 
Lexington, where the people had the 
"jerks.'' He flat-boated produce to the 
New Orleans market, and then took ship 
to Charleaton in company with Wade 
Hampton, Sr., and one of Napoleon's 
generals, (this general was shipwrecked 
on his way to France.) He arrived in 
New York the day the new conatitution 
went into force in 1822. He waa aix 
months on that Journey, by river, ocean 
and land, back to Fiemiogabarg. (Tea 
daya wonld be aofBdent now.) 

He ovei^reecbea, almost ignoraa, the 
preaent and much of the intervening 
p:<st in his talk, and remembera almost 
every road and creek and bill and valley 
of his native land. Life's circuit with him 
is almost complete. Not childish, but 
child-like in faith and hope and love, he 
is waitiiiK and walchini; till the change 
comes, and he shrtll i^o the lilessed land 
where the weary rest, and where the 
bodv, the redeemed aball wear, will never 
gr>wold. 0. A. C.
